2. The Trivandrum Public Library Committee, which is the managing 
body of the Library, constituted in 1967 continued during the year under 
Report. 

3. The monthly average number of readers that used the General 
Reading Room was 1,03,500 as against 43,000 during the previous year. 

4. The total number of members and subscribers on the rolls of the 
library at the end of the year was 2860 as against 2279 in the previous year . 

5. The number of volumes in stock at the beginning of the year was 
113479. The number of volumes at the end of the year under review was 
117064.

The total amount of receipts during the period under review was 
Rs. 24281.70 as against Rs. 21480.25 in the previous year. 

7. The total expenditure was Rs. 219140.53 as against Rs. 203947.61 
during the previous year. 

8. The introduction of ticket system hasmade the circulation of books 
easier than before. 

9. On the whole the working of the library during 1969-70 was 
satisfactory .

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AWARD 
This is a complaint filed under Section 33A of I.D. Act 1947 filed in 
the matter of Industrial Dispute No. 3 of 1962 by the aforementioned com 
plainant against the opposite /party. 
2. The contentions of the complainant are as follows: -- 

1. The complainant has been employed as a plucker permanently 
in Venture Estate, Kalthuritty P.O. 

2. The Opposite party has contravened the Provisions of Section 33 
of the I.D. Act 1947 during the pendency of Proceedings (I.D. 3/62 before 
the Industrial Tribunal, Alleppey) by dismissing the complainant without 
fulfilling his obligations under the Proviso in Sub -Section (2 ) of Section 33 of 
the I.D. Act 1947 in that the opposite party has not applied to the Authority 
before which the proceedings is pending for approval of the action taken by 
him . 

3. The complainant was served with a charge sheet Serial No. 8 
dated 7th August 1968 under Standing Order 22 Clause (a ) and suspended 
her for three days from 8-8-1968 to 10-8-1968 (both days inclusive ) pending 
enquiry . The charge was " wilful insubordination or disobedience of a lawful 
and reasonable order of a superior in that Rethinamma was found clearing 
the land of the estate with her husband and constructing on hut illegally 
inspite of instruction " . 

4. A so called enquiry was conducted on 10-8-1968. The enquiry 
was neither impartial nor proper. Natural justice was denied to the com 
plainant. Noopportunity was given to the complainant to prove her innocence. 
As the complainant has not seen the enquiry proceedings it cannot be stated 
now as to whether or not the statements given by the complainant and 
other witnesses are truely and correctly recorded . During the enquiry the 
complainant requested to give her a chance to produce her witnesses when 
the enquiry officer stated that she need not produce any witness as she can 
go for work from 12-8-1968. 

5. Accordingly the complainant has resumed work from 
12-8-1968 and has been working till and on 29-8-1968 . 

6. The husband of the complainant has in his continued and 
unobstructed possession and enjoyment some land which is situated between 
the estate tea plantation and Government Forest where he has been residing 
with two of his children . The opposite party has been persistently striving 
to take possession of this land from the husband of the Somplainant . The 
complainant and her three children also shifted their residence w.e.f. 
11-8-1968 from the estate line room to where her husband and two children 
were already living, as there was frequent threats from the gundas of the 
management. On 29-8-1968 the Head Conductor and eight other employees 
of T.A. Division have forcibly entered the property of the husband of the 
complainant. Kulathupuzha Police have registered a case in this behalf 
( crime No. 119/68) which is under trial before the Sub-Magistrate s Court; 
Punalur. Moreover the opposite party has filed a civil suit °(No. C - 163/68) 
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before the Munsiff s Court, Punalur against the husband of the complainant 
in connection with the property which is under his possession and enjoyment . 

7. To the extreme surprise of the complainant the opposite party has 
served an order (serial No. 14 , dated 29-8-1968) on the complainant on 
30-8-1968 dismissing her from estate service. 

8. The complainant has not committed any offence under the 
Standing Orders applicable to the estate workmen and the allegations raised 
against the complainant are false and baseless. 

9. The procedure resorted to by the opposite party to have the 
complainant permanently thrown out of employment after regenerating 
the case previously cooked up against the complainant is irregular and highly 
vitiated . The Management of Venture Estate has failed to make out a case 
against the complainant. Proper evidence to show that the property said to 
have been cleared by the complainant belongs to the estate has not been 
adduced by the prosecution in the enquiry. 

10. The complainant has been punished for extraneous reasons 
unconnected with any bonafide trade reasons. 

11. The complainant begs to submit that in the circumstances stated 
above the complainant is entitled to continued employment under the 
opposite party from 8-8-1968, and that the suspension ordered by the oppo 
site party for three days from 8-8-1968 to 10-8-1968 and the dismissal ordered 
on 29-8-1968 are actions unwarranted , unjustified and illegal. It is further 
submitted that therefore the complainant is entitled to be reinstated with 
all her back wages, and also for the wages for three days when she was kept 
under suspension pending enquiry. 

The complainant concluded with a prayer that the complainant set 
out as above will be decided in favour of the complainantfand an award may 
be passed . 

Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the opposite party sub 
mitted the written objections in which it was contended as under : 

2. The complainantwas charged for having committed a misconduct 
coming under Clause (a ) of Standing Order 22 of the Standing Orders 
applicable, for wilful insubordination and disobedience of a lawful and 
reasonable order of a superior in that she was found clearing the land wih 
her husband , belonging to the Estate and constructing a hut illegally inspite 
of instructions . Pursuant to the charge à domestic enquiry was held on 
21-8-1968 by the Assistant Superintendent ofthe Estate. The complainant 
participated in the enquiry . With her concurrence Mr. Pichaimani was 
appointed as Interpreter. In the said enquiry the witnesses examined in 
support of the charges were permitted to be cross-examined by the com 
plinant, The complainant was also permitted to adduce evidence in support 
of her defence by examining witnesses. As a re ult of the enquiry it was 
found that the complainant was guilty of the charges. The enquiry officer 
recommended that the complainant be dismissed from service , 
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not 


3. The Opposite Party after considering the proceedings of the enquiry 
and the findings of the Enquiry Officer concurred with his view on the 
matter. Accordingly the complainant,was dismissed from service as per 
dismissalorder dated 29th August, 1968. 

4. It is submitted that in the circumstances mentioned above the 
dismissal of the Complainant from Service, was fully justified and perfectly 
valid as that was based upon the mis-conduct alleged against her being 
proved in a properly constituted domestic enquiry wherein the Complainant 
was given full opportunity to participate and to adduce evidence in her 
defence. In view of this, it is respectfully submitted , thar the dismissal of 
the complainant from service cannot be assailed in any manner, even if it be 
that there has been a technical violation of Section 33 of the Industrial 
Dispute Act. 

5. With reference to the allegationsmade in the complaint, it is sub 
mitted, that they are untenable to the extent the question the dismissal of the 
Complainant. 

6. The allegations in paragraphs 3 and 4 of the Complaint are 
correct. In any event they are not relevant. The complainant was dismissed 
not in respect of charges levelled in the charge -sheet referred to in 
paragraph 3 of the Complaint, but n respect of charges levelled against her 
in the charge-sheet No. 8 dated 17th August, 1968. Again it is not based 
upon the enquiry alleged in paragraph 4 of the Compla nt, that the Com 
plainant was di missed . The relevant enquiry was the enquiry held on 21st 
August , 1968, with reference to the charge-sheet dated 17th August , 1968 . 

7. The allegati nin paragraph 6 of the Complaint that the husband of 
the Complainant was in continued and unobstructed possession and 
enjovment of s me laid which is not Estare land, is not correct and is not 
in any event admitted by he Opposite Party The sa d land belongs to the 
Estate and therefore the Opposite party was entitled to possession of the 
same from the husband of the complainant. The allegation in paragraph 6 
that the Complainant and her chil ren shifted their residence from the Estate 
land to where her husband and two children were already living , because 
there was frequent threats from gundas of the Management, is false and is 
made without any bona fides with a view to prejudicing this Court against 
the opposite party . The allegation regarding the Head Conductor and eighr 
other employees forcibly entering the house of the Complainant and 
destroying the house is not admitted to be true by the Opposite party and 
the Opposite Party does not wish to state anything further about the matter 
in view of the fact that crime No. 119/1968 concerning the matter is pending 
before the Sub ,Magistrate, Punalur . The stand of the opposite party with 
regard to the land which is now occupied by the husband of the Complainant, 
is made clear in a civil Suit filed by the Opposite Party in the Munsiff s 
Court, Punalur. 

8. The allegation in paragraph 7 of the Complaint is also mis-leading 
and incorrect. The complainant ought to be aware about the enquiry held 
with respect to the charges levelled against her on 21-8-1968. 
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9. The allegations in para 8 of the Complaint is incorrect and is denied 
by the Opposite party . The complainant has committed the mis-conduct for 
which she was dismissed from service . 

10. The allegation in paragraph 9 are mis-leading and incorrect. The 
Opposite Party dismissed the Complainant from service for a proved mis 
conduct on the basis of a domestic enquiry and it is submitted that the 
validity of the same cannot be assailed by allegations of the nature made 
therein which are incorrect. The complainant was dismissed not for 
extraneous reasons unconnected with her employment as alleged in 
paragraph 10 of the complaint, but for proved misconduct while in employ 
ment and concerning employment. 

11. The claims made in paragraph 11 of the Complaint are mis 
conceived and untenable. The dismissal of the Complainant as mentioned 
earlier was fully justified and perfectly legal. In no view of the matter is the 
Complainant entitled for wages for the period 8-8-1968 to 10-8-1968 . She 
is also not entitled to be reinstated , let alone with back wages . 

12. The Complainant is not entitled to the reliefs claimed in para 
graph 12 of the Complaint. 

The Opposite Party concluded with a prayer that since the Complainant 
is not entitled to any of the reliefs claimed , the dismissal of the complainant 
from sevice may be upheld and the award passed accordingly . 

The case came up for evidence and the complainant examined WWIto 
WW3 and marked Exts. W1 and W2 and closed her evidence . When the 
case came up for evidence of the opposite party the learned counsel for the 
opposite party submitted that the matter is being compromised out of court 
and finally on the 23rd day of March , 1971 both the parties submitted a 
joint statement of settlementwhich is shown below as annexure . Since the 
terms and conditions of the joint statement of settlement appear to be 
just and reasonable I pass my award in terms of the same and this award 
shall come into force oa the expiry of 30 dıys after its publication in the 
Government Gazette .

ETHYL ALCOTIOL (TRICE CONTROL ) ORDER , 1971 
S. O. 577. - In excrcise of the powers conferred by section 18G of the 
Industries (Development and Regulation ) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), and in 
supersessicn of the Ethyl Alcohol (Price Control) Order , 1966 , the Central 
Government hereby makes the following order, namely -- 

1. Short title and commencement.-- (1) This order may be called the Ethyl 
Alcohol (Price Control) Order, 1971. 

- (2) It shall come into force at once . 

2 . Maximum Ex-distillery prices of Ethyl Alcohol.-- After the commencement 
of this Order, no person shall sell ex -distillery any of the grades of cihyl 
alcohol (industrial alcohol) specified in column (1) of the Table below at a 
price exceeding the price specified in the corresponding entry in column (2) 
thereof.

per kilo litre, based on the actual average cost incurred for the 
transport of molasses to the distillery, and any octroi duty paid 
or payable on the molasses, in relation to the previous year, may 
be charged up to the 31st January 1971, in addition to the price 

specificd in the said clause. 
(ü ) with effect from the 1st February 197i , a sum not exceeding one 

hundred rupees (Rs. 100.00 ) per kilo litre, based on the actual 
average cost incurred for the transport ofmolasses to the distil 
lery, and any actroi duty paid or payable on the molasses, in 
relation to the previous year, may be charged in addition to the 

price specified in the said clause ; 
(b ) where alcohol is supplied after denaturation with general or special 

denaturants in accordance with the specifications prescribed in the 
excise permit, the actual cost of such denaturants plus 
(i) two (2) rupees per kilo litre, il denaturants are supplied by pur 

chasers; and 
( ii ) five (5 ) rupees per kilo litre in all other cases ; may be charged 

in addition to the price specified in that clause, 
4. Authority to determine the additional charges.- (1) In case any doubt or 
dispute arises as regards the additional charges leviable under clause 3, it 
shall be decided by the Excise Commissioner of the State where the parti 
cular distillery is located . 

(2) Before taking the decision referred to in sub -clause (1) , the Excise 
Commissioner shall give adequate opportunity to the parties concerned to 
present their case.

(3) The Excise Commissioner shall, for the purpose of determining 
the additional charges, have power to call upon the seller and the buyer to 
furnish such documentary evidence as may be considered necessary by him 
for the purpose . 

5. The additional charges to be rounded off. - In calculating the additional 
charges under this Order, any fraction of a Paisa in the total calculated 
price shall be rounded off to the nearest higher price .
